LANTERN-MAKING WORKSHOPS UNDERWAY AT CMA 
IN PREPARATION FOR HOLIDAY CIRCLEFEST 

Friday Evening of Performance and Dance Kicks Off Sunday Event 
CLEVELAND — Drawing inspiration from centuries-old traditions of ceremonial lighting 
displays, the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will present the seventh annual Winter 
Lights Lantern Festival Friday, Dec. 1 through Sunday, Dec. 3, 2000. Sunday’s celebration 
is part of Holiday CircleFest — a day of seasonal music concerts, gift shopping, workshops, 
and refreshments hosted by the University Circle community. The lantern festival will climax 
with a glowing parade of lantern carriers to Wade Oval Green, where they will encircle artist- 
created light installations. The procession, open to everyone, will begin from the museum’s 
north doors at 5:30 p.m., led by dancers and 13 Cleveland artists with their own specially 
created lanterns. 

To prepare for the event, the museum is offering lantern-making workshops now 
through Nov. 19 on Wednesdays and Fridays from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. and Sundays from 2 to 4 
p.m. 

Using local red twig dogwood and bark paper, participants will create Asian-inspired 
designs in the Wednesday workshops. Sunday workshops will feature split reed and tissue 
lanterns. Pierced tin lanterns influenced by Mexican tin art will be taught in the Friday 
workshops. 

The workshop fee is $15 for individuals; $40 per family. The fee includes materials 
to make one lantern per person and the option of attending an unlimited number of 
workshops. (Most lanterns will take more than one session to complete.) Additional lanterns 
may be made for $10 a piece. To register, call (216) 421-7340, ext. 483. Children under 15 
must register and attend with an adult. 

CircleFest Day Events (all events free unless otherwise noted) 

Nativity tours, led by museum staff, will take place at 1:30 and 3:30 p.m. Visitors may also 
take a self-guided nativity tour using the museum’s Sight & Sound Audio Guide ($4, CMA 
members free), which features a new introduction and 10 recorded descriptions. The audio 
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tour explores images of Christ’s nativity from the early Christian to the Baroque period. Other activities are 
as follows: 

• 1 :30 p.m.: holiday music by the vocal ensemble A Note of Class in the Indoor Garden 
Court. 

® 2 to 4:30 p.m.: a drop-in workshop for all ages, Viktor’s Toys 

• 2 to 4:30 p.m.: lantern-making workshops, where participants can make umbrella 
lanterns for the procession from tissue and cut paper. Workshops in lower level 
classrooms. 

• 2 and 3 p.m.: seasonal organ and trumpet music performed by Karel Paukert, CMA’s 
curator of musical arts, and Jack Sutte of the Cleveland Orchestra, in 

Gartner Auditorium. 

• 2 : 30 p.m. : gallery talk, Viktor Schreckengost and 20th-Century Design 

• Lantern displays in the Indoor Garden Court, the north lobby, and the museum’s lower level.

Unique gifts will be available for purchase in the Museum Store, including toys inspired by the major 
exhibition Viktor Schreckengost and 20th-Century Design (Nov. 12, 2000-Feb. 4, 2001). The store offers 
Northeast Ohio’s largest selection of fine arts calendars and cards, art books and posters, sculpture replicas, 
and exclusive lines of fine art jewelry. Handmade lanterns created by museum members, volunteers, and area 
high school students will also be available for purchase. 

Visitors are invited to snack on gingerbread cookies and warm cider available in the north lobby, or 
have dinner, pizza, and other fun treats at the Still Lifes Cafe. 

Winter Lights Performances Precede CircleFest (all events free) 

“Environment of Light” installations and performance art will be featured Friday, Dec. 1, from 6 to 9 p.m. on 
Wade Oval Green. Six artists will construct an environment of lights incorporating sound and Indian- 
influenced structures. Carl Johnson, a recent graduate of Vassar College and vocalist with the Cleveland- 
based early music ensemble Apollo 's Fire, will design a musical atmosphere enhanced by chimes, bells, and 
wind instruments. Cleveland artist Anna Arnold will create Angels, a three-dimensional, mixed media 
sculpture. It will evoke sacred images found in a dimly lit church. Other participating artists are Alison Egan, 
Mark Jenks, Mark Sugiuchi, and Robin VanLear, CMA’s coordinator of community arts and artistic director 
of Parade the Circle. 
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At 6: 15, 7:15, and 8:45 p.m., professional and student dancers from the Cleveland area, led by 
choreographer Lelani Barrett, will give dance performances at the installation sites. Barrett is assistant 
director of YARD (Youth At Risk Dancing) at the Cleveland School of the Arts. 

Also on Friday evening, Case Western Reserve University’s Early Music Ensemble will perform at 
6:45 p.m. in the Indoor Garden Court. At 8 p.m., the North Coast Men’s Chorus will perform in Gartner 

Auditorium, in support of International AIDS Awareness Day.
